day of : Ratifying and Approving the ſame, Given all Encouragement to Manufadurs 
within this Kingdom , by Prohibiting the Importing of thee things which might Diſcourage the 
ſame, and for Promoving the Intereſt thereof, in manner at length mentioned in thefe Proclamatic

was required.and by Us deſigned to the end forefaid: As We hetety with Adviceof Our Privy Council, 
Revive and Renue, all the forefaids Laws, made in favours of ManufaQurs , and for Prohibiting and Diſcharging the Im- 
porting or Wearing what is thereby prohibited 5 So- We allo ſtrictly Require and Command the ſame to be put to due and 
vigorous Execution, every manner of way, as is thereby pteſcribed. Ard for further clearing of Cup Raps, as to what 
may be worn or nos ( bcfidcs what io alcaly Allowed, )We with Advice foreſaid, Do hereby Prohibite and Diſcharge, 


all Embroderies of Hair, Threed, Buggle, except what is embroidered within this Kingdom, to be made uſe of any manner 


of way 3 asalſo the wearing of any new Invention which may render Our ſaids Proclamations and AR of Parliament eluſory, 
and likewiſe the Importing or Wearing of all Ezgliſh-Cloath, ſave where the ſame is brought in, being made and worn 
Abroad for ſome time, or where Cloaths are already made thereof within this Kingdom ; as allo the wearing of all Stuffs, or 
prohibited Cloaths abroad, or in the Streets, under the pretence of Night-Gowns,or Un Dreſſes, under the Pains and Certifi- 
cations contained in Our faids Proclamations and A ot Parliament. And for the more effeftual proſecution of this Ouc 
Pleaſure, We hereby Require and Command all Our Judges and Magiſtrats within this Kingdom, to ſee this Our Proclama- 
tion, now, as formerly, duely put in Execution. And as a further Addition to what is already allowed to be worn, We 
hereby allow the wearing of all Dropped, Spotted, Figured and Chequered Stuffs within this Kingdom, where the ſame 
doth not exceed Seven Shillings Sterling the Yard, at moſt, without incurring any Penalty or Hazard upon that account. 


And that Our Pleaſure herein may be known, Our Will is, and We Charge you ſtrialy and Command, that incontinent 
theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and all other places needful, and there in Our Royal Name 


and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publication of Our Pleaſure in the Premiſſes, that pun&ual Obedience may be 
given thereto, and none pretend Ignorance,
